1997 GCSE Examination results 


Swavesey VC 


Following the outstanding 1996 year group, 
which produced record results for the College, was 
never going to be easy, yet 1997's cohort of Year 
lls rose to the challenge and produced outstanding 
results of their own. 

Though slightly down on 1996, the 5+ higher 
grade A-C figure was 65% - an excellent result 
ahead of expectation and exactly on the four year 
performance average. The overall A-C pass rate 
was 68% and there was a record level of achieve- 
ment at the highest A*/A grades of 24% of the total 
entry. Over 40% of pupils gained 9 higher grades 
and 90% achieved one or more passes at A-C. 

There were outstanding individual performances, 
most notably from the two pupils who gained per- 
fect results - nine subject entries and nine A* pass- 
es. Last year the boys out-performed the girls: pre- 
dictably this year that situation was reversed. 

Following our recent OFSTED inspection, these 
achievements are entirely consistent with the 
Inspectors’ judgement that at Swavesey Village 
College "the ability of the intake is broadly aver- 
age, but the attainment of the pupils is well above 
the national average" . 

We are proud to be a fully comprehensive school, 
accessible to the whole of the community which we 
serve. Long may our pupils’ successes continue.

Good Practice Awards 

Prompted by the need to reduce the illegal sale of 
tobacco products to under 16 year olds, the 
Cambridge and Huntingdon Health Authority 
(CHHA) established a group, "We say no to illegal 
sales" in 1993. The group is multi-agency, man- 
aged by CHHA and funded by partner agencies. It 
is made up of representatives of:- Cambridgeshire 
County Council, Forbuoys PLC, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary, Huntingdon District Council and the 
Local Education Authority. 

The award scheme is designed to give tobacco 
retailers, ranging from the small corner shop to the 
supermarket chain, support in the refusal of illegal 
sales of tobacco to under 16 vear olds. 

In order to qualify for the 'Good Practice Award’, 
retailers are required to display the mandatory 
warning sign, train their staff in the laws about ille- 
gal sales of tobacco, keep a register of all refusals 
to sell. explain their actions to young people, and 
display the campaign logo in the shop. 

After three vears much has been achieved. 199 
retailers have received the award. However, it is 
widely acknowledged that, in this country, school 
age children are sold about £108 million worth of 
cigarettes per year, yet it has been illegal to do so 
since 1908.

I'm just back from my holiday in Spain. It's nice 
to get away for a break, but it's even better to come 
home to England. The weather is good at the 
moment. The House Martins are getting filled-up 
with flies ready for their six thousand mile journey 
back to Africa. 

The pond at the Reserve is in a sorry state, but at 
least there are still loads of Dragonflies to be seen 
there and along the bridleways. I walked along the 
cycle path the other day and saw a female Stag 
Beetle crossing it. | watched for a couple of min- 
utes, because you do not often see them. 

There are loads of Blackberries, Rosehips, and 
Sloes in the hedgerows now. Try them. It is going 
to be a good year for acoms which will benefit the 
insects and mammals which feed on them and 
should see them through the winter. 

1 recently saw Nick Richardson walking through 
the Reserve and stopped and had a chat with him. 
He told me a story about a Blue Tit nest box. 
Apparently, when he was warden of the Reserve in 
1993, he put a Blue Tit nest box in the Oak Wood 
and it was successfully used to raise a family. A 
resident objected to the Oak leaves falling from the 
trees onto their lawn and asked if the trees could be 
cut down. but a tree preservation order covered the 
wood. They then asked if the 
wee Blue Tit nest box could be 
& removed. Nick objected that 
wa pair of Blue Tits would not 
saws make much mess (the parent 
(XY birds carry away the young- 
7 sters' droppings in a sack and 
‘arp them some distance from the nest in 
order to hide the nest site from predators) but they 
insisted the box came down. 
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Nick received a letter from a solicitor but the box 
stayed. Nothing further was heard and the Blue Tits 
happily raised broods every year since. 

Whilst walking through the wood this summer, 
watching the Blue Tits raise yet another brood, and 
getting great 
enjoyment from 
seeing them, he 
noticed that the 
box had gone. He 
looked for it, but 
did not find it. By 
chance, Nick read 
the Parish Council 
notes on the notice board at the Mall. The resident 
had written to the Parish Council again, complain- 
ing that the birds had covered their house in drop- 
pings and the offending box must be removed. This 
was discussed at the June meeting and a councillor 
agreed to remove the box himself, so the 'mystery 
of the missing Blue Tit nest box' had at last been 
solved - but Nick still does'n't know where the box 
is!

Welcome Home from Hospital 


This hospital discharge service, managed by Care 
Network with joint Health and Social Services 
funding, is now nearly a year old. officially 
launched last September, the first volunteers began 
taking cases in January. 

The service operates within a 10 - mile radius of 
Addenbrooke's. Patients are assessed according to 
their individual needs, but it is people living alone 
and with no immediate care available on discharge 
who benefit most from the service. Although it 
does not substitute for any post-discharge care 
package provided by Social services, volunteer 
help can sometimes serve as a stop-gap until other 
services commence. Volunteers go in for a few 
days (max 7) to ease the transition from hospital to 
home and perform tasks from a specified list. 

The success of the service depends solely on the 
volunteers who give their valuable time. Last year's 
recruitment drive through the pages of Parish mag- 
azines was instrumental in enabling the service to 
begin its work. 

If you can spare any time to help someone to 
adjust to life back home from hospital, PLEASE 
contact the Co-ordinator at the address or 'phone 
number below. No particular skills are needed - just 
a caring nature and some common-sense! The 
duties will be very simple, such as making a hot 
drink or light meal, warming the house, perhaps a 
bit of shopping - really just making sure the person 
is all right and has what they need, probably only 
taking up an hour of your time at each visit. 

Training and support for volunteers is provided 
and all expenses will be re-imbursed. Enquines are 
welcomed from volunteers with or without their 
own transport.
